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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 Claims 7-32 and 36-40 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in 
improper form because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the 
alternative form, and cannot depend on any other multiple dependent claims. See 
MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 7-32 and 36-40 are not been further treated 
on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

-Claims 1-33 provides for the use of using wavelet transform analysis, but, since 
the claim does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claims 1-33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a 
use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Sun teaches an apparatus for discriminating between P and R waves, comprising 
the following structures: 

-Wavelet transform analysis means, in the form of ECG analysis means. (Column 
7, lines 48-65 and column 12, lines 40-42) 

-Means for displaying the distribution of energies within a waveform, as models. 
(Column 10, lines 33-49).
